Pittsburg, Pa., June 30.—Jack John- 
son, the negro heavyweight champion 
of the world, tonight outboxed Tony 
Ross, of Newcastle, Pa., in a  six« 
round bout given undér the auspices 
of the National Athletic Club at Du- 
qQuesne garden. While the bout was 
declared a draw on account of state 
laws prohibiting the rendering of a 
decision in boxing tournaments, pub- 
lic opinion willingly conceded that 
Johnson had the better of the go from 
start to finish. 

It was a fast fight, both men up and 
coming during the entire six rounds. 
Johnson, while not in the best of con- 
dition, showed form in the in-fighting 
and landed effectively.

Governor Smith Would 
Not Talk of Alleged 
Conferences. 


“Under the caption, “A Scandalous 
Proceeding, if True,” The Macon Tel- 
egraph of yesterday published the fol- 
lowing editorial comment-upon reports 
that conferences with members of the 
legislature have been held by Governor 
Smith with a view to voringing about 
the removal from office of Chairman 
5. G. McLendon, of the raliroad com- 
mission: 

“The report comes from Atlanta that 
certain members of the house and sen- 
ate hold nightly caucuses at the resi- 
dence of the late governor, formulat- 
ing plans to convict, if possible, Chair- 
man McLendon of the Railroad Com- 
mission, who is, on account of his sus- 
pension by the said late governor, to 
be tried by the said house and senate 
as a court. 

“For the sake of decency we hope 
that this report is not true. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Smith while in office made cer- 
tain charges against Chairman Mc- 
Lendon. Those charges Smith thought 
serious enough to suspend the com- 
missioner from office and to present 
him to. the house and senate to pass 
upon. Jt is in- the nature of an im- 
peachment trial. Under oath of office 
these senators and representatives are 
to try the case—that is, they are to 
decide whether the dismissal shell be 
permanent and effective, or whether 
the accused shall be reinstated. If 
by their votes, the dismissal shall be 
made permanent, it will be to disgrace 
the chairman and_ write Ichabod on 
his brow. ° 

“Without stopping here to defera or 
accuse the chairman, who has been pre- 
sented as by a grand jury for trial, 
we do say that caucuses held on the 
outside participated in by a part of 
the jury, for the purpose of convict- 
ing the accused, before the legal evi- 
dence and the defense is heard, is 
scandalous in the extreme. 

“Has it come to pass in dear old 
Georgia that such things can be and 
not cause a stifling feeling to op- 
press a free and patriotic people? 

“Is it true that a part of the jury 
is caucusing nightly with the prose- 
cution in this case,?” 

A representative of The Constitution 
took the foregoing editortal to the 
office of Governor Smith and asked to 
see him with a view to asking if he 
had any statement tO make regard- 
ing it. 

The reply came back that the gov- 
ernor did not care to see any report- 
ers.

And the contest between the corporation and the income tax’has resolved 
itself to this: Shall that revenue be raised by a comparatively light tax upon 
all persons, nafural and artificial, in accordance with the proportions oftheir 
income, or shall it be secured by the imposition of a heavy tax upon a 
particular class, while the majority of those enjoying like or similar privi- 
leges are given exemption? 

If it requires a tax of 2 per cent on the net profits of corporations to 
raise the revenue needed for the support of government, in addition to that 
secured from other sources, it is self- evident that an average tax of perhaps 
one-fourth of that amount, if levied equally upon all incomes of like propor- 
tions, both private and corporate, would answer the same purpose. 

This proposed corporation tax proposes to place a heavy tax upon a par- 
ticular class and exempt a majority of persons enjoying equal or similar 
privileges under the federal government. 

It is not to be wondered at that telegrams and letters of protest have 
poured in upon the members of the nationa! senate .rom every section of 
the country—prptests which an income tax equally proportioned would never 
have evoked. 

An income tax can easily be graduated so as to produce just the amount

THE FARMERS’ SPOKESMEN ON GOOD ROADS. 


Every great popular movement, one even so admittedly. unanswerable as 
that for good roads, never fails to draw its slim and negligible qucta of 
opposition from selfish or demagogic sources. 

It is from this. unimportant standpoint that the observing man explains 
one or two fugitive efforts to rouse the class- -hostility of the farmers, on the 
farcial plea that the present campaign for highway improvement in Georgia 
is not primarily for their benefit. 

How even these ineffectual and infrequent invocations to naked prejudice 
can stand in the face of the unqualified support of the good roads movement 
by National President Charles S. Barrett and State President John Lee, of 
the Farmers’ Union, is difficult of comprehension. % 

Here, for instance, is an unequivocal expression from the latter high 
official: ‘ 

, “The movement promises to be the industrial-sgalvation of Geer- 
gia.” 

This is not the haphazard indorsement of a casual observer. It comes 
straight from a man intimately familiar with the farmers and farming con- 
ditions in Georgia, who is in perfect sympathy with their viewpoint on all 
issues and who is ever the first to resent a movement threatening them even 
remotely with harm or injustice. 

The sentiment quoted is from a recent interview in The Constitution 
with President Lee, the practical tone of which has made it widely copied 
and commented upon throughout‘the state press. 

One of the striking tributes to good roads in-that interview was Mr. 
Lee’s concrete computation of the working time they would save to the 
Georgia farmer. fhe showed that it was the habit on the plantation to drive 
into town at least once a week. Under present conditions, roads inferior or 
at least indifferent, an entire day is generally consufned in the round trip, 
together with the necessary transaction of business. 

President Lee demonstrated that good roads in every county would cut 
down this time to half a day a week, giving the farmers, in the course of 
a year, the aggregate saving of about. one working month. 

He also drew attention to the economy in live stock and wagons and 
buggies and laborers taken from the field, that would inevitably accompany 
the conditions under which this yearly month is gained. 

He went farther, analyzing how increased facilities for contact and com- 
munication with civilization would shame the hackward farmer into improv- 
ing his dwelling and outhouses, purchasing modern farm machinery and edu- 
cating his children so that they would not appear at a disadvantage with the 
visitors constantly passing along smooth, interconnecting highways. 

Summarizing the situation, he declared: : 

“Why, if it were assured that new roads or improved old roads 
would lead straight to his trading town, every farmer in Georgia 
could afford to give 50 cents an acre toward highway improvement.” 

And this condition is assured, under the symmetrical plans The Consti-! 
tution has projected for the benefit of the entire state. 

If these expressions from spokesmen of the farmers leave the very few

Child Labor Legislation. © 

An effort will be made at the pres- 
ent session of the legislature to furth- 
er amend the child labor laws of the 
state. 

The child labor bill which, made its 
appearance in the house on Tuesday, 
having been introduced by Mr. Wright, 
of Floyd, provides: | 

No child under 14 shall be allowed 
to labor in’ or around any factory es- 
tablishment in this state under any 
circumstances. ; 

No child under 16 shall be employed 
or shall be allowed to labor in or 
around any manufacturing establish- 
ment between the hours of 7 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. 

No child under 16 shall be allowed 
to labor in or around any manufac- 
turing establishment unless he or she 
can read and write his name and sim- 
ple sentences, and shall have attended 
school for twelve weeks of the pre- 
ceding year, six weeks of which school 
attendance shall have been continuous, 

No child between the ages of 14 and 
18 shall be employed unless such 
child shall have attended school for 
twelve weeks of the preceding year, 
six weeks of which school attendance 
shall have been consecutive, and at the 
end of each year until such child shall 
have passed the public school age, 
an affidavit certifying to such at- 
tendarice shall be furnished to such 
employer by the parent or guardian. 

No child under 16 shall be allowed 
to work more than 54 hours in any 
one week or more than ten hours in 
any one day. 

It is further provided that it shall 
be unlawful for any agent of a mill 
owner to hire any child under 16 un- 
til there is first secured and placed 
on file in the office of the employer, 
a certificate certifying to the age, 
date of birth and other required evi- 
dence in regard to such child em- 
ployee. Violations are punishable as 
for a misdemeanor.

Rights of Ejected Passengers.

PRELIMINARY TRIAL 


Spectators “Rubbered” in 
Vain to See ““Woman 
in the Case.”’ 


Harry Wolford, of 200 Ivy street, 


"was arraigned in Justice Ridley’s court 


yesterday afternoon charged with a 
misdemeanor, the case growing out 
of the episode last Saturday when 
Wolford was caught in a room with 
Mrs. Nellie Jobson by the woman's 
husbands Phillip Jobson. 

The defendant, through his attorney, 
waived a preliminary trial, and was 
released on a $600 bond. 

The small court room was crowded 
with a lot of perspiring men, who kept 
“rubbering’”’ to see the “woman in the 
case.” But they were disappointed, 
for no woman appeared. Neither ,was 
Wolford in sight. Jobson was on hand 
with his brother and a lawyer, but he 
had nothing to say. 

When the case was called Justice 
Ridley asked if the defendant was in 
court. There was no answer to the 


ter. 

Mr. Hall /has been contending for 
the appointment of a special committees 
of the house to take up the McLendon 
case and act independently of the sen- 
ate.

Chicago, June 30.—Wheat prices 
fluctuated nervously over a range of 
about one cent today and at the close 
showed liftle chir.ge from yesterday's 
final figures. Corn and oats closed 
firm and provisions about steady. 

(The wheat market rallied sharply 
from a weak opening and in the first 
half-hour prices advanced from % to 
lc above the low point at the start, 
cwing to general demand, based chief- 
ly on bullish advances’ regarding the. 
Freneh crop, which, it is claimed, has 
been damaged by unfavorable weather. 
The heaviness at the opening was due. 
to the poor response of the Liverpool 
market to the advance here yesterday. 
During the day’ sentiment in the pit 
veered constantly, but was inclined to 
favor a higher level, notwithstanding 
the almost perfect harvesting weather 
now prevailing in the winter wheat 
belt. Fresh reports of injury by 
drought to the Argentine crop and 
buying by northwestern interests on 
the theory that the spring wheat crop 
must deteriorate somewhat before har- 
vest time, were additional«.strengthen- 
ing influences.. There was quite free 
profit taking late in the day which 
caused a considerable reaction from 
the top. At the close prices were ‘sc 
higher to %*c lower compared with the 
previous close. 

The feature of trading in the corn 
rit was the buying of a large quantity 
of corn for July delivery by a leading 
provision interest. Total purchases, 
which were said to cover short sales, 
were reported to have been more than 
1,000,000 bushels. This buying caused 
decided strength in the market, in 
general following a moderate slump at 
the start due to favorable weather con- 
ditions for the new crop. During the 
dav the July option sold between 70% 
and 71i%c. The market closed firm 
with. prices unchanged to %c higher, 
July being at 71%. 

Oats were weak early in the day be- 
cause of quite general selling brought 
out by favorable crop reports, but rel- 
lied during the final half of the session 
owing to covering by shorts prompted 
by the firmness of corn. The close 
was firm with prices unchanged to % @ 
%c higher compared with yesterday's 
final figures. 

Trade in provisions was quiet and 
the market was rather unsettled. The 
market opefed easy Owing to a decline 
of 6 to 10@ in live hogs, but rallied 
early in th’ .day on covering by shorts.
